ready harrassed 
jjy 1 p r»,g. dry 
spells. 


Kansas 
and 
Oklahoma, two o 


the nation's top wheat producin 
states, took the brunt of yester 
lay's winds. But strong gusts als< 
dcked up valuable top soil in thi 
Texas panhandle, eastern Colora 
do and New Mexico both Sundaj 
and yesterday. 


The winds were not considere 


quite as strong as a heavy blo\ 
two weeks ago. 


An agronomist at the Ft. Hays 


Kas., agriculturall experiment sla 
tion- pointed out, however, that i 
the previous dust storms this yea 
only small areas 
were blowing 


but yesterday's winds eroded larg 
er spots. 


A prolonged dry spell has loos 


ened the soil. 


"This could lead to most sever 


damage," said Agronomist 
A. F 


Swanson, "the wind also 
is be 


ginning to work the soil into 
fine powder. And when this hap 
pens we will really have a'prob 
lem."

The drug, which can be taken 


by mouth and makes a double- 
mrrelled attack on ulcers, still is 
in the experimental stage,

Thailand to Get 
Military Aid 
From America 


Bangkok, April 11 — (IP)— The 


United States has granted $10,000,- 
000 worth of arms and other mil- 
itary, aid to a Thailand threatened 
by communism, Premier 
Pibul 


Soggram disclosed today. 


This was the first concrete mani- 


festation decisions reached a t the 
Bangkok conference in February. 


Philip C. Jessup, U. S. ambassa- 


dor-at-large, set forth the U. S. po- 
sition there of giving military as- 
sistance to Asian nations display- 
ing the will to stand against the 
Communist tide. 


Under 
Songgram's leadership, 


the tiny kingdom of Thailand has 
.taken its place alongside

cratic powers in

against communism. 


But the war is more hot than

London, April 11 — (fP) — Russia 


charged today that a U.S. military 
plane opened fire three days ago 
on a flight of Soviet fighters over 
Latvia, and said one o fthe Soviet 
planes fired back. 


A Soviet ^protest, lodged with the 


U.S. embassy in Moscow, identi- 
fied the plane as a B-29 bomber, 
but U.S. air force headquarters at 
Weisbaden, 
Germany, 
said 
the 


plane in question may have been 
a missing navy aircraft s o u g h t 
since Saturday, in the northern 
Baltic. Air force officials said this 
plane, a navy version of the B-24 
bomber, was not armed.
